was ratified by the senate yes- 


terday at It wa§ amended. 
During 


this time There were six rollcalls and 
several vim voce votei. 
The ratifica- 


tion resolution was adopted by a vote 
of C5 to 18. 


Mr. Baird contended for the adoption 


of his amendment giving preference to 
American ships passing through th< 
proposed Nlcarajuan canal. Senator 
GiUlinger spoke in defense of the treaty 
as it originally came from the executive. 
Senator Wolcott said th^t the original 
treaty would have been satisfactory to' 
him, but added that he considered thf 
agreement as it had been and was about 
to bo amended preferable to no treaty 
at all. Senator Thurston advocated 
the treaty, saying that as Great Britain 
owns and governs a very large portion 
of ths territory or North America, it 
was perfectly right and proper that that 
country should be consulted in the mat* 
ter. 
When Senator Mason asked if it 


was not also proper that Great Britain 
should pay part of the cost of con- 
struction, he replied that the securing 
of the canal itself was the one great 
desideratum, and that compared to the 
benefit the waterway would be to tha 
world'B commerce the cost of con- 
structlon was of little moment. 


The first rollcall was upon Senator 


Blkins' amendment, declaring thai 
"nothing contained in this treaty shall 
be construed to prevent the United 
States from acquiring at any time suf- 
ficient territory and sovereignty ovei 
the same upon whicli to build, manage, 
operate, defend, fortify, protect and 
control said canal, or for any other 
purpose as the .Bolted States may deem 
best in its interests." 


It was lost by a vote of 25 to 45. 
The other amendment rollcalls wera 


as follows: 


On Mr. Butler's amendment to strike 


out section 7 of article 2, prohibiting 
fortifications—20 yeas to 44 nays. 


On Mr. Mason's amendment, author- 


izing the protection of tbe canal, as the 
United States may deem preper—23 
yeas to 44 nays. 


On Senator Baird's amendment, re- 


serving the right of the United States 
to discriminate In the canal traffic in 
favor of American vessels—27 yeas to 
43 nays. 


On Senator Tillman's amendment, au- 


thorizing the defense of the canal and 
the maintenance of public order by the 
United States—27 yeas to 48 nays. 


Senator Allen's amendment amend- 


ing article 2 was voted down viva vooe, 
as was also an amendment suggested by 
Senator Teller, practically -steiking out 
all of article 2. 


The chief points in the canal treaty 


are: 


The Nicaraguan canal shall be free 
nd open in tiin« of peace and war to 
he vessels of commerce and of war 
3f all nation*. 


The canal shall never be blockaded 


>r subjected to any act of war. 


No fortifications shall be erected com- 


manding the canal or adjacent waters. 


The United States shall have the ex- 


clusive right of providing for the regu- 
ation and management of the canal, 
and of maintaining such military police 
as may be necessary for its protection. 


There snail be no discrimination 


against any nation In tbe matter of tolls 
or charges.

THE TREATY 


The Hay-Pauncefote treaty is a com- 


promise, and not so bad a. one after all. 
There will be no fortifying 
of 
the 


canal, if such a waterway is ever con- 
structed, and there will be no more 
Clayton-Eulwer convention if Great 
Britain accepts the amended Hay- 
Pauncefote convention. There is doubt 
as to Great Britain accepting the 
amended treaty. This doubt largely 
arises from and is supported by the 
tone of the British press. If her news- 
papers speak for her government, Great 
Britain will have none of the treaty 
that has just passed through the senate 
It is, of course, quite significant that 
the inspired journals have been threat- 
ening to continue the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty if the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
did not leace the senate as it left the 
hands of its framers. but it is not like- 
ly that these inspired editors have been 
speaking the fixed determination of 
Salisbury's govrnment. Great Britain 
wanted the treaty as near to its orig- 
inal text as possible and the policy in 
the premises was for the Britih press 
to put on its sternest countenance. The 
United States senate having acted we 
may expect a little bluster in London, 
followed 
by 
moderating 
political 


weather and the acceptance of the 
treaty as the United States senate has 
amended it, and without a free port in 
Alaska as a consideration. The free 
ptort talk is nonsense.

REAL ESTATE BROKBK'S LICENSE 


The Banker 
and 
Tradesman has 


started a movement in favor of licen- 
sing real-estate brokers. In the current 
number of that paper there is printed 
a number of letters from brokers in 
Boston endorsing the policy of licensing 
and suggesting that the fee should be 
fixed at from J100 to $500 a year. The 
correspondents 
of the 
Banker and 


Tradesman would work for the passage 
of a bill by the legislature fixing such 
fee. 
The object of fixm? a license fee 


would be to shut out what is known as 
the "curbstone" broker and elevate the 
realestate business. The Banker and 
Tradesman says editorilly: 


In another column we present letters 


from a number of prominent real estate 
men in this city who favor the plan of 
licensing real estate brokers, and who 
are ready to support a movement to 
secure the passage of a bill by the leg- 
islature looking to that end. It doer 
not appear to be their purpose to woik 
a hardship upon the smaller dealers, 
but there is a class of "curb" traders 
against which they should be protected 
One corresponded says: "A business 
failure in some other line instinctively 
.(seemingly) turns to the real estate 
iKMiness. The legitimate broker's com- 
•iMion is looked upon by the outsider 
as 'easy money.' He goes into the busi- 
ness and soon begins to cut the well 
established rates of commission, gives 
up his office, goes on to the curb, and 
shortly develops into a 'pirate.' A rea- 
eonably hish fee would act as a bar- 
rier against this class." We do not 
think that the picture has been over- 
drawn. 
Too frequently 
real 
estate 


brokers, as a class, are measured in the 
public' mind by the standard of the so- 
called "pirate" broker. Are real estate 
mep willing to let this state of affaire 
continue? It would seem as though 
some law might be enacted which will 
Improve existing conditions and not in- 
jure the small deaicr. 
, 


the new pastor of the Unlversallst 
church, Rev. Clarence E. Rice, two 
Presbyterian ministers and one Uni- 
tarian took part in the public exercises.

Addrest on This Subjfct it Farmer's 


Institute In Clarktburg 
j 


The Hooaac Valley agricultural so- 


ciety has closed its farmers' institutes 
for the year, the third and last ofl the 
series having ueen held yesterday after 
noon at the school house under the 
Clarksburg town hall. The attendance 
was not large only 13 being present, 
but those who- were there listened to 
an excellent address by J. O. Sanford 
of Stamford, '"'t., who discussed the 
subject of "Country roads." Mr. San- 
ford is a member of the Vermont high- 
way commission and has given the 
question of roads considerable atten. 
tolon ffcr several years. In Vermont 
the agricultural societies are required 
at their farmers' institutes to give at- 
tention to the subject of road build- 
ing, and tho result is that the farmers 
ofl that state are better posted on this 
question than those of many other 
narts of the country. 


Dr. H. J. Millard of this city ore- 


sided at the fleeting which he opened 
with appropriate* remarks, and then In- 
troduced the speaker of the day. Mr. 
Sanford began by saying that more at- 
tention was given to country roads in 
the old days ihan they.now receive in 
many places, inteiest in them having 
fallen off to some extent since the com- 
ing of railroads- In the old days the 
stage coach and the private team were 
the means of travel, and people insist- 
ed on having the through roads, at 
least, in fairlr good condition. There 
werp plank roads in some places, and 
turnpikes, over which people who trav- 
eled had to p.'iy tolls. But with the 
coming of the railroad there was much 
less travel by team and the result is 
that in many country places road 
buildine; has income practically a lost 
art. The people are now waking up, 
however, to the importance of better 
roads and greiit improvement is to be 
noticed in mPr.y quarters. 


Mr. Sanford criticised the practice ofl 


hauling in worn out material from the 
roadsides and placing it on the track, 
as is done ail too frequently by men 
•who ought to know better- His idea is 
that the best way to fix a road that is 
apt to be mudJy is to remove the mud 
and fill the road with stone, to be 
covered with gravel. But the stone 
should not be' dumped into the road 
loosely. They should be carefully laid 
with the points up, and then after the 
gravel has be^n put on any points tiro, 
j eating should be broken off with a 
hammer- This process results in a 
road that will 'ast for years, and one 
that for country places Mr. Sanford 
considers superior to macadam roads. 
He thinks macadam all right for cities 
and large towns, but not equal to a 
good gravel read for the 
country. 


Where a stone road Is to be laid ac- 
cording to Mr. Sanford's plan It should 
not be made loo wide. The sneaker 
thought nine feet was wide enough for 
orinary purposes. He thought, also, 
that it is a mistake to have deep ditch- 
es by the sides of the road, as the wa- 
ter collects In them and finds its way 
under the road, thus giving the frost 
a chance to do more heaving than 
would otherwise be the case- The best 
way is to have a road cro-wntng enough 
to shed water, but no place for small 
lakes at the si«2eg. 
i 
As to the system of handling country 


roads Mr. Sanford advanced some 
ideas that seem worthy of^, attention. 
He would not have them worked at any 
and all times of the year when it hao. 
pens to be convenient for the farmers 
to do so, but would have the main re. 
pairs made .iust after the ground set- 
tles in the spring. Boads repairfd then 
are more apt to remain in shape and 
condition. Light repairs should be 
made almots oontinwmsly. Whenever 
a hole appears in the road ti should be 
filled at once and men should be errt- 
ployed for this purpose and paid tor 
their work. This need not necessitate 
the emploympnt of a large force at big 
salaries. One man should superintend 
the roads of \ town, and the town 
should be districted. Thene districts 
should be in charge of men living In 
them, they to -vork under the direction 
of the superintendent, and to work 
only when their services axe needed. 
In this way tne expense need not be 
large, and yat those doing the work 
could be fairly renumerated. 


Mr. Sanford believes in the road roll- 


er, but considers it too expensive for 
small towns unless two or more can 
urite in the ownership of one. River 
gravel he considers the best for road 
purposes, and this should be used 
•wherever It •••an be obtained. 


The address *vas heard with close at- 


tention, and all admitted that the ideas 
advance dby 1he speaker were emin- 
ently sensible and practical.
